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Defendant pleaded guilty to operating a motor vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating
liquor, third offense, MCL 257.625(6)(d); MSA 9.2325(6)(d), driving with a suspended license,
second offense, MCL 257.904(1)(b); MSA 9.2604(1)(b), and habitua offender, fourth offense, MCL
769.12; MSA 28.1084. He was sentenced to one year in the county jail, with credit for two days
served. He gppedls as of right. We affirm. This case has been decided without oral argument pursuant
to MCR 7.214(E)(1)(b).

Because the record indicates that defendant has fully served his sentence, the question whether
he is entitled to additional sentence credit is moot. See People v Rutherford, 208 Mich App 198,
204; 526 NW2d 620 (1994).

Affirmed.
